SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Erotic Fire 27 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is a 68 page German publication. It consists mainly of three photo¬ 
series which explicitly depict male/female and female/female sexual activity. The 
sexual activity depicted includes cunnilingus, fellatio, masturbation, vaginal 
intercourse, anal intercourse, and ejaculation. A small amount of text accompanies 
each photo-series and uses colloquial and explicit language to describe sexual 
activity. The text is in the following six languages: German, English, Dutch, Danish, 
Spanish, and French. 

The magazine is classified as objectionable because it tends to promote and support 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes (s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act)). The photo-series entitled “Tina 
teach the teachers!” explicitly depicts and describes two men and one woman 
engaging in sexual activity. The combination of the text and images suggests to the 
viewer that the woman is to be seen as a young person. The woman is a maths 
student of the two men. The sexual activity takes place on the desk at which the 
woman is studying and study paraphernalia is visible throughout the photo-series. The 
accompanying text has colloquial references to the woman’s preference for sex with 
the teachers over study, the woman wondering about her parent’s reaction to what she 
is doing, and the sexual activity. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) does not apply to 
this publication because it has been determined that s3(2) criteria of the FVPC Act 
apply. This provision overrides the NZBR Act because it is a deeming provision which 
cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in 
si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
